Interest in Distinctive Paper Award 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Hotyoxke, Mass., July 27, 1915.—The awarding of the contract 
for about 1,000,000 pounds of distinctive paper for printing Amer- 
ican Securities by the Secretary of the Treasury McAdoo, to 
Crane & Company, the large Dalton paper manufacturers, as was 
briefly announced in last week’s Paper TRADE JouRNAL, marks the 
36th year that this concern has received this large order. The 
contract is for the fiscal year, ending June 30, 1916. Crane & 
Company's bid was 34% cents per pound, which is two cents 
lower than that accepted last year, and will result in an estimated 
saving of about $20,000 this year. The Hawthorne Paper Com- 
pany of Kalamazoo, Mich., bid 33 cents per pound, but the paper 
offered by it was not deemed of proper quality to safeguard gov- 
ernment securities against counterfeiting. There were only two 
bidders, and to encourage competition Secretary McAdoo appro- 
priated $5,000 to enable the Hawthorne Paper Company to ex- 
periment in the paper making. While the bid of the Hawthorne 
Paper Company was $13,000 lower than that of Crane & Company, 
the quality of the paper, and the fact that the expressage from 
Dalton to Washington is only about half the cost of that from 
Kalamazoo to Washington, figured in the award, it is understood. 

It was thirty-six years ago that former Senator Winthrop Mur- 
ray Crane secured the contract from Secretary John Sherman. 
Every year since the contract has come to Crane & Company, in 
the “Berkshires.” The firm of Crane & Company then consisted 
of the late Z. Marshall Crane, the late James Brewer Crane, and 
ex-Senator Crane, who had been a member of it for only a short 
time. The paper business was founded by Zenas Crane, father of 
Z. Marshall and James Brewer Crane in 1801. 

That Crane & Company were long makers of a distinctive paper 
is shown in an editorial in the Hartford Courant, of March, 
1847, which reads as follows: 


Threaded Bank Note Paper 

We are surprised that this new invention is not used 
for every bill made, as it is a perfect preventive to alter- 
ing bills. We have in our possession some of this beau- 
tiful paper, manufactured by Crane & Co., Dalton, Miss., 
and we must say that the public demands its immediate 
and general adoption into bank notes and bills, as every 
day brings before the public some new and well accom- 
plished piece of forgery and alteration. 

It is interesting to note that about 10 times the amount of paper 
is now furnished under the contract than was furnished under 
the original contract of 1879. When the contract was first taken 
one paper machine was operated only a few hours a day, and 
now two machines are operated 24 hours daily to keep pace with 
the demand. In the Government mill of Crane & Company about 
ten times as many hands are now employed in comparison to the 
year when the contract was first awarded them. 


Paper Bottle Factory Project at Sacramento

Based on the Capital Invested in the Business in Germany and 
the Methods Pursued in That Country to Give It a Domi- 
nating Position in the World’s Markets, the United States 
Has a Hard Task Before It—According to a Man Who 
Has Made a Special Study of the German Dyestuff In- 
dustry, Its Chief Characteristic Is “‘Organization.” 


The German dye industry represents an investment of $400,000,- 
000, giving employment to about 50,000 people and producing 800 
shades and combinations, according to an article by Frederick H. 
Wagner, an engineer, who has visited Germany many times in 
order to make a close personal study of all the chemical indus- 
tries of that country, in this week’s issue of the Manufacturers’ 
Record, of Baltimore. 

According to Mr. Wagner, the Gerinan dye industry has been 
exceedingly profitable, and paying dividends from 25. to 30 per 
cent. and laying aside from 30 to 40 per cent. on the: capital in- 
vested for improvements and as a “war” fund. Out of accumu-

Laboratory Research Work Is Incessant 

As showing what will be necessary for America to do in com- 
peting with German dyestuff makers in the development of a dye 
industry in this country, it is said that one German plant employ- 
ing 10,000 people employs 800 young university men under a chief 
chemist in the research laboratory, paying them from $1 to $1.25 
per day, their future advancement depending upon their own ef- 
forts. All German banks of consequence have with 
them highly trained technical experts, whose sole business it is to 
examine and report to the bank’s manager upon the merits of any 
invention or any manufacturer’s claim for credit. 

This financial co-operation, in connection with the government 
aid, has brought about the development of the dye industry to its 
present dominating position in the trade, as well as the develop- 
ment of other German industries. As to the possibility of America 
developing a dye industry, Mr. Wagner says of the German in-

H. H. Dow Testifies on the Dye Situation 

Herbert H. Dow, president of the Dow Chemical Company, of 
Midland, Mich., told the Federal Trade Commission, recently, that 
American manufacturers could produce indigo and similar chemi- 
cal products fully as cheaply here as manufacturers could abroad. 
All that is necessary for the cheap production of the chemicals is 
a little more experience and knowledge of the “tricks of the trade,”

Under Date of July | Consul General Ernest L. Harris, Located 
at Stockholm, Writes That the Owners of Ground Wood 
Mills in Norrland Are Worried About Getting Their 
Product Delivered; Also That the English Paper Makers 
Have Asked the Government to Allow the Chemical Pulp 
Mills a Supply of Coal—That France Also Needs Pulp. 


In the production of wood pulp the situation in the grinding 
mills in the middle and southern parts of Sweden is unchanged 
on the whole, says Consul General Ernest L. Harris, Stockholm, 
Sweden, July 1. During the first part of May there was a slight 
decrease in the purchases, but during the last fortnight the de-

The situation, however, is less favorable for the grinding mills 
situated in Norrland because the lack of tonnage in the Baltic, as 
well as the enormously enhanced freight rates from there, had an 
adverse effect on such a relatively cheap raw material as wet pulp. 
Inasmuch as the grinding mills in Norrland represent more than 
three-fourths of Sweden’s wet pulp for export, and material of 
this nature cannot stand storing during the warm season without 
being damaged, the mill owners in Norrland are naturally very 


anxious. 


The English Paper Makers Need Chemical Pulp 

Since the British Government issued an export prohibition for 
coal the pulp purchases in England have been especially brisk, and 
the paper mills there are anxious to get as much Swedish pulp as 
possible on current contracts, but the lack of tonnage is a serious 
feature. In order to facilitate, if possible, the export of pulp to 
England the English paper manufacturers’ association has pointed 
out, in a communication to the British Government Board of Trade, 
how the whole English paper industry is absolutely dependent on 
the Scandinavian wood pulp factories for its raw material, and that 
it is therefore important that these factories be kept going. The 
English paper manufacturers have therefore requested that export 
license for coal be granted the Scandinavian wood pulp factories to 
the full extent of their requirements without delay. 

The need of chemical as well as mechanical wood pulp is also 
very great in the French market, and there has been success even 
in delivering Baltic to Nantes 
Rouen. The French paper mills, however, to a great extent, stand 
in need of necessary workmen, and they must therefore limit the 
manufacture.

In consequence, the home paper industry in France 
cannot cover the needs of the country, and the French Govern- 
ment has until further notice reversed the duty on newspaper and 
ordinary printing paper. 
Recent Changes in American Market 
The American market, contrary to expectations, has been very 
quiet of late.

The Hawley Pulp and Paper Company to Extend Its Lines— 
The California Paper and Board Mills Has an Attractive 
Exhibit at the Exposition, the Chief Feature of Which Is 
a Demonstration That Box Board Can Be Turned Out in 


Big Rolls—Business of Eaton, Crane & Pike Still Ex- 
panding.

San Francisco, Cal., July 22.—It is understood that the Hawley 
Pulp & Paper Co., which is busy at Oregon City, Ore., with its 
regular output of wrappings, deciduous fruit papers, creped papers, 
etc., is preparing to extend its lines. A new addition to the plant 
has been erected. Rewinding machinery is now on the way to 
the mill for use in manufacturing crepe toilet paper. San Fran- 
cisco’s large baking plants purchase considerable quantities of 
bread wraps, which are printed on a special machine at the Haw- 
ley plant. 

The California Paper & Board Mills is running its plant, at 
Antioch, Cal., at about the usual rate for this quiet season of the 
year, turning out about 65 tons a day. It is still able to make 
colored boards, and has a six-months’ supply of dyes on hand. 
There is no difficulty in securing sufficient wood pulp and other 
manufacturing materials. Prices are unchanged, but there is a 
possibility of an advance in the fall. 

The Southern Buard Mills which is under the same management 
as the California Paper & Board Mills is turning out about 20 
tons of board a day. <A. H. Dougall, the general manager of 
the above plants, has returned from Sumner, Wash., where he has 
been superintending the erection of the new mill of the Northern 
Paper & Board Mills, which will be placed in operation about the 
latter part of September. 


A Mill Exhibit at the Fair 

Among the many exhibits displayed, in the California Building, 
at the Panama-Pacific Exposition, in the space occupied by Contra 
Costa County, is a striking one from the plant of the California 
Paper & Board Mills at Antioch, demonstrating that boxboard can 
be turned out in big rolls. The largest of the three rolls displayed 
weighs one-and-one-half tons. Contra Costa County, in which the 
thriving manufacturing city of Richmond is situated, comprises 
the greatest manufacturing district in the State. There is an 
annual payroll of $11,000,000, and the factories employ more than 
11,000 men regularly. Contra Costa County has more than 150 
factories in steady operation turning out more than 50 distinct 
products. 

Eaton, Crane & Pike Company Still Expanding

paper mill owner. The prices of rags are very low. Many of 
the veterans in the trade are sure that they have never witnessed 
such a state of affairs. With absolutely no demand for stock, due 
to the inactivity of the mills, especially the writing plants, it has 
become a difficult matter to dispose of goods at a profit. 

It is hardly possible that rags will be sold at lower than the 
present figures. Strange to say, that while the market is weak, 
there is actuaily a scarcity of stock. This scarcity has not been 
felt because of the stagnant condition of business. But collections 
have diminished greatly, for it does not pay the collector to bother 
with paper stock when the remuneration will not warrant it. At 
the same time, Germany has placed an embargo on rags. Very 
little stock has been coming in from France, while Belgium, which 
has always been a good source of supply, cannot hope to ship any 
stock for some time to 


come. If business were to improve, it 


would, of course, mean a better market for writings which would 
reflect on the demand for rags. Without the assurance of a satis- 
factory foreign supply and with collections at home poor, it fol-

However, with woolen rags, it is different, for a man cat 
harness his horse to his wagon and pay the expense of a trip 
through many towns and still earn enough to make it somewhat 
attractive. So, when shoddy is selling at good prices, all of the 


collectors are out scouring the country. In their search for the 


woolen stock, they must, of necessity, take with them the other 
tags, which go to make up paper stock. These are later assorted 


and packed for the paper manufacturer. So it is obvious that if 
the demand for shoddy is good, the collections of paper stock will 
increase, but if woolens are weak and do not offer any induce- 
ment for collecting, the collector finds it to his advantage to turn 
his attention to some other occupation. Then, of course, the ac- 
cumulations of paper stock fall off. In other words, paper stock 
is merely a bi-product of woolen rags and its supply is de- 
pendent almost entirely upon the demand for woolen rags. 


During the past few weeks, shoddy has risen about two or three

cents in price, and indications point to an increased demand, so it 


is safe to assume that the collections of rags in the fall will 


undoubtedly be better.

Says Farmers Depend on Forests 
In regions where timber is the most important natural resource 
permanent forests managed with a view to sustained timber pro- 


duction are absolutely essential to the continuance of agriculture, 
according to an article in the Year Book of the Department of 


Agriculture just published. The result of exploiting the timber 
without thought of the future is the final disappearance of lum- 
bering operations and therefore the withdrawal of an important 
local market for farm products. In addition, forest fires often 
ravage the cut-over lands and thus preclude the development of 
a new local market by the resumption of lumbering; for after fire 


there is no chance for a new crop of trees. From a region where

productive timberland has been converted into a barren waste, the 
farmers usually have to move out. 
The national forests, says the article, besides being 1 \ meri- 


can farmer’s most valuable source of wood, which is the chief 


building material for rural purposes, are also his most valuable 
source of water, both for irrigation and domestic use. Wherever 
agriculture can be practiced, however, the farmer is directly ben- 
efited by the existence of national forests and by their proper

Japanese Mills Running on New Grades

Wasuinoton, D. C., July 27, 1915.—Japanese paper mills are 
making many new kinds of paper since the outbreak of the Euro- 
pean war, according to reports reaching Washington. Much paper 
that was formerly imported into Japan from Europe and now 
cut off because of the war, is being manufactured in Japan. It 
is estimated that the paper imported into Japan from various 
European countries amounted to approximately $3,500,000 an- 
nually. 

Information from the same source is to the effect that the Japan- 
ese are supplying newsprint paper all over the East because of the 
war.

LIGHTERAGE AND STORAGE 
REGULATIONS APPROVED 









The Interstate Commerce Commission Has Given Its Approval 
to a Number of Important Changes in Regard to the Han- 
dling and Storage of Freight at the Port of New York— 
Some Proposed Increased Rates by the Railroads Can- 
celed—Extra Charge for Loading and Unloading Freight 
at Pier Stations Other Than Those Owned by the Rail- 
roads Not Allowed. 


Declaring that the lighterage and storage regulations main- 
tained by the railroads serving New York should be submitted 
to systematic and scientific the 
July 26, decision approving many 
of the changes in regulations proposed by the railroads in this 
instance. While in the main the reduction of free time and 
the changes in storage charges, especially at the Jersey City 


revision, Interstate Commerce 


Commission, on issued a 


terminal, were approved, the Commission disapproved many 
of the changes, including many important rules relating to ex- 
port and coastwise freight, because they were not made with 
the true spirit to correct the evils now existing. 

While the roads have proposed tariffs which carry chiefly 
changes in the lighterage and storage regulations at New York 
City, these tariffs also proposed increased rates in many par- 
ticulars. Inasmuch as the roads did not offer any testimony 
in support of these increases in rates the Commission ordered 
them canceled. All the tariffs, the shall 
be corrected in conformity with the decision and 
put into effect by September 15 next.

The railroads stated that their attempt to modify the regu- 
lations governing terminal services and charges at New York 
was initiated by certain suggestions. made by the Commission 
and its special counsel, Louis D. Brandeis, in the recent East- 
ern five per cent. rate advance case. Incidental to that decision, 
the Commission suggested that the carriers investigate their 
terminal and other services with a view to the conservation of 
their revenues. 

The commission approved a number of important changes 
proposed in the lighterage and storage regulations.

MAKE PAPER FROM WOOD 


The Question as to Who First Demonstrated the Utility of 
Wood Fibre for Paper Making Was, According to the 
Historical Record, Jakob Christian Schaeffer, a Minister 
of the Gospel—Geottlob Keller Put Schaeffer's Ideas to 
Practical Test and, Aided by the Grinding Process Which 
He Invented, Became the Real Father of Wood Pulp 
Paper Making—The Sequence of Events.

Shemas Hall, in the l’orld Paper Trade Review, reporting re- 
sults*of his “delving” into the invention of mechanical wood pulp, 
takes exception to the honor bestowed upon Friedrich Gottlob 
Keller, and claims that his investigation brings forth the name of 
Charles Fenerty, a contemporary of Keller. This writer claims 
that he is not influenced by present conditions in Europe, nor 
because we are hearing a good deal nowadays about the capturing 
oi Teutonic trade—at home and abroad—and he does not wish to 
prove that Keller was not the inventor of mechanical wood pulp, 
or the first man to discover that paper could be made from wood. 
He remarks that the problem is too intricate, too delicate—“be- 
cause there is an absence of records,” etc. \re we to ad- 
mit this strange statement ? 

\nswering briefly the contents of a prolonged essay, we have 
to state the fact that Keller nor anybody else in the last century 
invented mechanical wood pulp, or the art of making paper from 
wood. 

Keller the First to Grind Wood on a Stone 

Keller, well informed concerning “records” of paper making, 
has claimed nothing else than the invention of a new process of 
That is all! 

The absence ot records, lamented by Mr. Hall, may possibly 
exist in his country cr elsewhere, but we can supply the deficiency 
by ample quotations of historical evidence. 


When Wood and Other Fibres Were First Used 
Dr. Hugo Miller, London, states in his renowned work: 
“Plantfibre,” page 87. “Straw of various cereals has been used for 
paper making in China since the oldest times.” 
Dr.-Prof. Jakob Christian Schaffer describes his methods for 
makirg paper from wood in two printed editions, 1765 to 1772, 
described hereinafter. 


making paper pulp by grinding wood on a stone. 


Guetard Gledilch made paper from straw and other plants 
before Schiffer’s time, and Delille did the same shortly before 
1800. 

L. Piette described his straw pulp and bleaching process in 1830 
and 1838, and mentions wood paper. 

Anton Estler, Vienna, produced bright straw writing in 1830. 

Lagrange Bull, in the forties of the last century, made paper 
from banana leaves, abounding in the West Indies. 

Mathias Koops manufactured wood pulp paper in 1800. 

Six French patents were issued from 1801 to 1832 on the straw 
pulp process. 

A. and W. A. Sprague, of Fredonia, N. Y., made paper from 
straw husks. Patented October 30, 1828. 

Prof. Payne, in Paris, discovered in 1840 that nitric acid dis- 
sclves the lignin substances of the wood cells. He is considered 
the pioneer of the acid process for making paper cellstuff. 

Regarding the invention of wood paper, we find sufficient proof 
and data in Prof. Ernst Kirchner’s unequaled work, “Das Papier,” 
Part III, A. 

The First Paper from Wood Fibre 
Jakob Christian Schaffer, doctor of divinity and evangelical 


ey 
preacher in Ratisbon, prof. hon. at Altona, Germany, produced 
paper from wood and other natural substances during the 


years 
1760 to 1772. 


Schaffer has stated that Réaumur, Seba and others 


had observed that the wasp constructs its nest from wood fibres 
and these savans, finding the composition of these ceils so much 
like paper and cardboard, perceived that the qualification of wood 


presents a useful material for making paper! Regarding Schiffer’s 
experiments and results, he disclosed the same disinter:

two editions, the first in 1765 to 1771, the second in

the title of “Versuche und Muster Papier Zu Machen” ( Trials jn 
Making Paper and Samples). Well preserved copies of said work, 
including samples of paper made by Schaffer, have been accessible 
to investigation up to the present time. 


The Raw Materials Used by Schaffer 

The inventor mentions the following raw materials which he 
used in his trials for making paper. 

1. Wasp nests, stirred in boiling water and stamped one-half 
hour. 2. Sawdust and 5 per cent. ragstuff stamped 4 hours, 
3. Wood shavings and 5 per cent. ragstuff stamped & hours. 4 
Red beach, reduced with a toothed plane, and 5 per cent. rag, 
stamped 3 hours. 5. Willow, scraped with a piece of glass, 5 per 
cent. rag, stamped 3 hours. 6. Willow alone, chopped and stamped 
6 hours in a paper mill, thereafter bruised 6 hours more in his 
own hand stamper. 7. Poplar. 8 Mulberry wood branches, and 
5 per cent. rag, scraped and minced, stamped 2 hours. 9. Plain fir, 
Schaffer states : “This wood is the easiest to work, and vields a soft 
libre; large forests stand unused; the wood should be chipped 
and borne to the mill by the mountaineers.” 10. Old _ shingles, 
plain, as good as fresh wood. 11 and 12. Red and yellow wood 
and 20 per cent. of rags 

\fiter 125 years, samples of the above description have been 
examined by Prof. Kirchner, who reports as follows 

“1. Dark gray, good paper, but short fibered and brittle. 2. 
Stronger, but more brittle. 3. Well preserved, good feel, brittle. 4. 
Rough, flabby, worm eaten. 5. Coarse, brighter, feels stronger. 
6. Well preserved, feels well, but brittle. 7. Well kept and bright. 
8. Mulberry, well kept, like new wood paper, yellow shade only 
near edges. 9. Fir, well kept, except yellow tinted, comparable 
with modern, fine ground pulp paper. 10. Brownish shade, per- 
fectly well preserved. 11 and 12. Short fibres, but also very well 
preserved.” : 

The samples of paper added to the second edition of Schaffer’s 
book were made from raw material, stamped into pulp in a paper 
mill by the paper maker, Meckenhauser, in Ratisbon, in 1770. 
They are more uniform, yet differ but slightly from the samples 
in the first edition. 


The Pioneer Wood Pulp Paper Maker 

The above stated facts establish the proof that Jakob ¢ hristian 
Schaffer was the pioneer wood pulp paper maker! His con- 
temporaries used sarcastic and abusive language on this man who 
was 100 years ahead of them! However, Schiffer understood 
how to draw the attention of the higher intellectual classes. He 
dedicated the first volume of his book to his Majesty King George 
of England; the third to Emperor Josef I] of Austria, who hon- 
ored him with a golden chain of grace; the fourth to the Arch- 
duke of Austria; the fifth to the King of Saxony and Prince of 
Poland; the last to the Empress Maria Theresia. 

The imperial court chancellor, Count von Harrach, after read- 
ing Schaffer’s books, ordered the production of wood papers in 
his mill, 


Mathias Koops the First Englishman to Use Wood Fibre 

Mathias Koops, well known and appreciated in England, pro- 
duced paper from straw, hay, thistles and wood in and alter 1800, 
following Schiffer’s methods. King George III of Engla: granted 
him a patent. 

Clayton Beadle, perusing Mathias Koops’ handboo! entitled

The Inventor’s Last Years Were Full of Trouble 
In the following year Keller bought the mill in Kuehnheide for 
3,700 thalers, and spent 800 thalers on repairs.

Keller is more than the founder of a new idea; he built the 
first wood grinder; made the first ground wood pulp paper; made 
wood pulp in the dry process on a rasper; made and sold paper 
made from peat; he gave directions for extracting tanning mate- 
rial from bark; and also proved by many innovations outside of the 


paper industry that he was a man of unusual and great ability!

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REFORESTATION OPERATIONS 
OF BROOKLYN COOPERAGE CO. 


Among the Large Corporations That Have Found It to Their 
Advantage to Make a Business of Planting Trees and 
Caring for Their Forests Is That of the Brooklyn Cooper- 
age Company—The Record of Its Work Gives Most 
Gratifying Evidence of What Private Enterprise Can Ac- 
complish Along These Lines. 


Despite the activities of the State of New York to encourage 
the reforestation of waste and denuded lands by offering suitable 
trees at cost to private owners and by the enactment of more 
equitable taxation laws, the replacing of forest trees on lands now 
producing little or no valuable growth is generally not making 
the which the The of de- 
nuded forest lands are usually ready to admit that reforesta- 
tion of their property would prove a splendid investment, but too 
many lack either the initiative or the capital to act on their con- 
victions in this regard.

As for the State, the legislature has been backward in making 
appropriations necessary to the reforestation of its own forest 
preserve lands at a rate commensurate with the requirements of 
a vast area comprising about 1,600,000 aces, about one-third of 
which should be immediately replanted. 


Less Than One-Half of New York’s Total Area is Wooded 


Of the State’s 30,498,560 acres, total area, 12,000,000 acres, or 40 
per cent. are wooded, But only half of the wooded area now 
contains merchantable timber, with 3,500,000 acres now ready for 
cutting in the Great Forest Regions and 2,500,000 acres in the 
farm woodlots. There are 4,500,000 acres with more or less valu 
able growth, but not now merchantable; and 1,500,000 acres with 
no valuable growth. There are 800,000 acres of unimproved farm 
lands which are best adapted to forest growth. In the State today 
we have 2,300,000 acres producing no valuable growth, a virtual 
waste of about 8 per cent. of the State’s total area, and almost 
three times the area occupied by the towns, cities and roads of the 
State. The College of Forestry at Syracuse in a recent bulletin 
declared that about one-half of the State's 
utilized in growing forest trees. That estimate seems to be much 
too high, in view of the fact that New York has 16 counties which 
the federal census calls banner agricultural counties, and in view 


of the value of the farm products of the Empire State.

The Con- 
servation Commission’s estimate of one-eighth of the State’s area 
being wasted because not reforested may be low. At any rate 
the fact remains that both public and private land owners have 
an immense task, as well as duty to perform. 


Ex-Governor Glynn’s Liberal Views on Conservation 


Governor Glynn not long ago, in an address to conservationists. 
inclined to the view that the State would have to adopt a more 
radical programme in order to effect the reforestation of the vast 
areas in New York which are idle. He believed that the forest 
lands taxation laws should be made still more liberal than they 
are; that the State should furnish trees at cost to private owners 
either in large or small lots; and that the State should itself under- 
take the reforestation of its own lands at a rate that would replant 
its holdings within a few years; and that the State should itself 
replant privately owned forest lands, awaiting 
when the tree crop should be finally harvested. 

The forest products of New York State have shown a steady 
falling off, averaging a decrease of 25 per cent. during the years 
1910, 1909 and 1908. In the last named year the forest products 
of New York amounted to 1,226,754,000 feet. Last year they were 
a little over 900,000,000 feet.

Commendable Reforestation Work of Large Corporations

requiring more or less clearing in order to set the trees, condi- 
tions making the cost about the maximum, yet the Brooklyn Coop- 
erage Company is convinced that it has made an excellent invest- 
ment in this work. The cost in each year was: 1910, $18 per 
acre; 1911, $25 per acre; 1912, $16.50 per acre; 1913, $17.25 per 
acre; 1914, $13.15 per acre. 


Seeds Set Out in Boxes 


In 1911 the company set out 56 seed boxes of the usual size, sow- 
ing 10 pounds of seed, which produced 142,000 seedlings. Two 
years later, 82,000 of these seedlings were taken out of the seed 
hoxes and transferred to the nursery, while 59,700 were committed 
to the care of the parent forest. In 1914 three-year-old seedlings 
to the number of 60,500 were also planted in the forest, leaving 
21,000 four-year-olds for planting next spring. This year they 
planted 20 pounds of new seed and 10 pounds of old seed, and 
éstimate from them about 100,000 seedlings. The seedlings of 1913 
will be set in the nursery in 1915, and those of 1914 in 1916. Pos- 


sibly some of the two-year-old seedlings may be taken direct to the 
forest in 1916. 

In addition to their own nursery production, the Brooklyn Coop- 
erage Company has ordered from the Conservation Commission 
50,000 three-year-old Norway spruce transplants to be planted with 
four-year-old seedlings of 1911 and two-year-old seedlings of 1913 
next spring. 

It is interesting to know that Superintendent Fraser finds that 
trees planted from the beds in the open seem to fare much better 
than those put in the plantation, as it appears that in the planta- 
ion of 59,700 trees in 1913 there is a loss of but 2 per cent., and of 
the 82,000 put in the nursery the same year the loss was far greater.

Paper 

Business was rather quiet during the past week, due to the 
general conditions which seem to compel a relaxation of trade 
during the summer. However, considering the fact that manu- 
facturers are laboring under a few extraordinary difficulties, they 
are not inclined to complain. The color situation has affected a 
number of mills, for there are many orders for deep tinted papers 
of all kinds which are not receiving attention for want of dyes. 
Also the poor facilities for exporting goods have kept in this coun- 
try considerable stock which should have been sent abroad and 
which would have eased the market appreciably. At present, there 
are prospects that both of these obstacles will be surmounted. 

Newsprint is fairly active and prices are tending to harden. 
The demand for the month of July has been ahead of that for the 
corresponding period last year, and prospects for the fall are very 
encouraging. It appears from the reports of our Watertown cor- 
respondent that the Black River strike is broken and that most 
of the paper machines in that section will soon be in operation. 
Side runs are firm and in fair demand. Unless this market is 
replenished soon it is almost certain that it will advance. 

While the volume of business in tissues has not improved during 
the week, it is understood that this market is slowly but gradually 
becoming firmer. No. 1 white and manila tissues are both feeling 
to some extent, the effects of the mid-summer conditions, and 
their movement is consequently rather slow. Toilet papers and 
crepe papers are in good demand. Manilas and fibres show no 
change. There appears to be little market for either and it has 
been necessary to go below normal quotations to obtain orders. 
Krafts are not active. Paper bags are holding firm to the new 
prices, but the volume of business is lacking. Boards are not 
characterized by any real life. Book papers are seasonably dull, 
but are showing a slight tendency to improve. 


Mechanically Ground Wood Pulp 

The dull season in this market seems destined to continue much 
longer than usual. The recent heavy rainfalls have helped con- 
siderably to replenish the water supplies through upper New York 
State, thus giving the newsprint mills enough power to keep on 
operating their grinding machines. As a result the demand on the 
market is light and prices have not changed. Little inquiry is 
reported. The fact that while the strike in Watertown put a num- 
ber of paper machines on the idle list, the pulp grinders of these 
plants continued in operation, seems to indicate that the reserve 
supply of ground wood has been increased somewhat. 


Unbleached Sulphite Pulp 

Unbleached sulphite pulp is firm and advancing. To what ex- 
tent the foreign pulp mills are operating is not known, but it is 
said that they are sold ahead and that there is comparatively little 
stock available. The demands from England and France are re- 
ported to be greater than local paper men surmise. Then again, 
Italy and Spain, both of which were largely dependent on Ger- 
many for pulp, are now looking to the Scandinavian district. 
These countries are sorely in need of pulp and are reported to be 
paying the high prices demanded by the mills. At present no 
effort is being made to sell to the American market. Importers 
state it is almost useless to try to contract for immediate shipment. 
Local dealers state that after having received a quotation from a 
foreign mill and having wired an order on the terms specified, 
these orders are to a large extent rejected, or the quotation ad- 
vanced so as to make it impossible to sell it here. As a conse- 
quence, there is less business being done in the way of “spot” lots 
at low prices. Importers feel that they cannot replace stock at 








any of the old prices and that it is folly to do otherw 
hold firm.

Bleached Sulphite Pulp 

While this market continues to strengthen, busine itself js 


quiet. Comparatively little interest is being shown by the paper 
mills at present, probably due to.a seasonable decrease in consump. 
tion of chemical pulp. However, importers are making no efforts 
to dispose of stock, but are instead holding firm and waiting 
Latest reports from Scandinavia state that manufacturers are hay- 
ing difficulty in obtaining bleaching powder from England. | 
may be necessary to look to the United States for this chemical, 
in which case it would be purchased at an increase in cost. At 
any rate, it seems that the market for bleaching powder is ad- 
vancing and that it must soon affect the general status of bleached 
sulphite. 


Sulphate and Kraft Pulp 

A lull appears to be affecting both sulphate and kraft pulp, judg- 
ing from the activities which have been reported in these markets 
for the past week. Importers state that the mills are manifesting 
little desire to buy and are, in most instances, averse to paying 
the high prices which now prevail. However, the foreign situa- 
tion is still serving to strengthen both sulphate and kraft pulp 
The supplies of kraft in this country are diminishing and are now 
considered low. Imports are below normal and are under old 
contract. 


Domestic Rags 

It is hardly likely that the rag market will witness any im- 
provement during the summer. Many mills are taking advantage 
of the dull season to shut down for repairs, and the consumption 
of rags has thus ‘been decreased considerably. The writing mills 
are not buying to any extent, so that on the whole the movement 
of paper stock is rather slow. While prices are still poor, there 
is sufficient evidence to warrant the belief that conditions will 
improve early in the fall. 


Foreign Rags 

No changes have been noted in foreign rags. The market re- 
mains quiet, very little interest being shown in the purchase of 
stock. Owing to the low figures at which rags are being sold, 
it is difficult to buy any considerable quantity abroad. Hence 
the imports have not been able to compare favorably with those of 
last year. While the supply of foreign rags is small, it is enough 
to meet the present demand—but not much more. 


Old Waste Papers 
The lower grades of waste papers showed a little improvement 
during the past week and sales were reported at slightly better 
prices. However, quotations are below normal and it is some- 
what of a difficult matter to dispose of stock. 


Bagging 
Bagging of all kinds is in brisk demand. The domestic supplies 
are not considered plentiful, a fact which has helped to strengthen 


the market. The difficulty in getting stock from India makes 
future shipments uncertain.

The advancing price of sulphuric acid which is a base in the 
manufacture of such chemicals as caustic potash, caustic soda, 
bleaching powder, sulphite of alumina and indirectly in alum, will 
undoubtedly result in an increase in the cost of papermaking. It 
is understood that at the present time there is almost no sulphuric 
acid available. Manufacturers of explosives are said to have bought 
up every possible quantity of this material and have even gone 
into the South where they have purchased the entire supply of 
the poorer sulphuric acid. So, as the situation stands, all chemicals 
in the manufacture of which this acid forms a base will most 
probably advance in price. Blanc fixe, too, is expected to go 
higher. This is a bi-product of peroxide combined with an im 
ported chemical which is at present unobtainable. As there is 
practically no blanc fixe coming into this country and very little is 
manufactured here, it seems specious to anticipate an advance. The 
strengthening in bleaching powder is due to a great extent to the 
increasing foreign demand. It is stated that the English bleach is 
not available, and that foreign countries are being compelled to 
seek our mark. A report from Sweden says that pulp mills in 
that section find it almost impossible to get English bleaching 
powder. 

ALUM —Alum is in good demand and is tending to advance. 
There seems to be a general interest in this market which sellers 
believe wiil continue tor some time. A growing scarcity is re- 
ported, which is expected to affect price materially. Lump alum 
is quoted at 3@3M%c., ground alum can be had at 2.90@3.35c., while 
powdered alum is going at about 354@4c. 

BLANC FIXE—This is an advancing market Sellers are 
quoting 37%4@4c. per pound, N. Y. dry, and are having difficulty in 
taking care of orders. The cessation of imports from Germany 
has removed considerable stock from this country. England, too, 
which has sent us small quantities of blanc fixe is not exporting 
any of this material so that domestic grades are in great demand. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—Bleaching powder is getting firmer 
and is tending to advance. Difficulty in the import of raw materials 
makes it appear as if this will soon affect the market. Just now 
there is an abundance of foreign orders which fact is bearing 
considerable weight on present quotations. Domestic demand is 
brisk and is likely to continue so. Makers quote 1%c. a pound for 
large quantities, 1.30c. a pound for carload lots and higher in pro- 
portion when smaller shipments are ordered. 

BRIMSTONE.— This market holds firm to $22 a long ton for 
New York delivery, and $22.50 for Baltimore. The demand for 
brimstone is fairly brisk and there are indications for an improve- 
nient. 

CASEIN.—Casein continues in good demand. The market is 
active and there is an unusual buying interest shown by the mills. 
However, the supply is still unable to take care of the general 
needs. Reports are in circulation that considerable raw materials 
are being used in the making of cheese. Imports from France and 
South America are very poor—they are, in fact, a negligible quan- 
tity. Present quotations for domestic casein are 84@9c. Quota- 
tions on foreign stock are nominal, depending on kind and quality. 
Future prices are uncertain, depending largely on the ability of 
manufacturers to get raw materials. However, from present 
appearances an advance seems certain. 

CAUSTIC POTASH.—Sellers are confident that an advance 
will soon be felt in caustic potash. Already the supply is greater 
than the demand for the complete severance of commercial rela- 
tions with Germany has left our market practically “empty-handed.”
